The minister also discussed 
political issues. Including the 
PQ’s plan for soverelgnty- 
associatign and the so-called 
“English exodus". Landry 
stated that the problerh of head 
office migration out of Quebec 
. was "part of a general trend 
over the past 30 years, and the 
“rate of movement out of 
Quebec last year was the same 
as the national avearge." While 
he agreed the westward 
movement of business and 
people was "an important 
problem”, the government 
'"won't crawl on the floor to get 
anyone here." As (or the 
problem of American economic 
influence, Landry said “the 
government can't get rid of 



domination brutally and In a 
short period of time". He said 
the planned takeover of 
^neral Dynamics’ Asbestos 
was the "only, 
nationalization planned by the 
government." 

Commenting on the up- 
coming referendum, Landry 
ridiculed Quebec Liberal leader 
Claude Ryan for harshly 
criticizing Progressive Con- 
senrative MP David Crombie, 
who advocated negotiation 
with Quebec should the PQ win 
the referendum. He said 
Crombie’s retraction of the 
statement was a "disgraceful 
effort." Landry also attacked 
federal Interprovincial 
Relations Minister Marc 
Lalonde for threatening to hold 
a federal referendum If Ottawa 
considers the PQ question 
vague or misleading. He 
believes Quebecers’ support 
for their right to self- 
determination is "tremen- 
dously overwhelming".

Cry wolf policy 
minimizes rape 



Police in Hamilton, Ontario are making Lt even more threatening 
for womeato seek legal recourse if they have been raped. 

On the Monday edition of the CBC radio show As It Happens, 
host Barbara Frum spoke with an officer of the Hamilton- 
Wentworth police force. The representative outlinèd a new "get 
tough” policy directed at women whose accusations of rape are 
classified by the department as unfounded. Specifically, the 
Hamilton-Wentworth police have decided to press charges of 
"public mischief” against women whose accusations of rape, in 
their estimation, do not hold water. 

The officer said the Hamilton police force was taking this action 
because almost 57% of the rapes reported to the department in 
1978 were. classified as unfounded after an initial investigation 
had' been completed. The police are annoyed by the cases 
because of "all the wasted Investigative hours.” The officer said 
rape was “too often used as a cover story” by young women who 
want to hide their nightly activities from their parents, or are 
looking for sympathy from themr ' 

Police in Hamilton should first of all realize their experience 
with unfounded rape cases is not unusual. In Rape: The price of 
.coercive sexuality, Lorenne Clark and Debra Lewis analyze the 
data they gathered about rape cases in the Toronto area in 1970. 
At that time, they found the Toronto police classified 63.8% of 
rape accusations as unfounded. Clark and Lewis, after con- 
sidering the evidence collected and doing their own in- 
vestigations, felt 81% of the 63.8% considered unfounded by the 
Toronto police could have led to convictions. 

On November 17, Clark spoke at McGill about group rape. She 
also described the attitudes that influence police when they are 
deciding whether an accusation of rape Is founded and therefore 
warrants further Investigation. Lewis maintained “the Crown and 
the police are often unwilling to investigate rape charges” (Dally, 
November 20), and that police do not encourage women to press 
charges. 

The Investigator making, the initial investigation is not in- 
terested merely in the fact's surrounding an alleged rape. Ac- 
cording to Lewis, the investigator sizes up the credibility of the 
woman as a potential witness, considering the presumed 
character of the plaintiff, her use of drugs or alcohol, and whether 
she has ever been charged with prostitution. 

Traditional social attitudes and Institutions conspire to make 
women feel responsible for rape. Family, church, and even the 
rape laws themselves, operate to make women keep quiet if they 
have been raped. Who needs such a social stigma constantly 
dangling around her neck? 

The charge of public mischief carries with it a small fine (if 
considered a summary offence) or a prison term of up to five years 
(if considered an Indictable offence). 

The possibility of being charged for public mischief is just one 
more obstacle to women in the Hamilton area who want to do 
something about the growing Incidence of rape.

It is 
preposterous to think that the 
only reason a student asks to 
see his or her final examination 
paper is to argue for a higher 
mark. As one whose 
professional specialty is 
motivation, I know that the 
same act may arise from dif- 
ferent motives and the same 
motive may lead to different 
acts; it is foolish to attribute 
motives without proper study of 
an individual case. I can't 
imagine how my views on the 
subject could have been so 
misconstrued in the Daily's 
report (Jan. 26). 

My own experience with 
McGill students, even with 



those who are in the beginning- 
rather grade conscious, is that 
they readily become absorbed 
in striving for better education 
rather than merely for better 
grades. In helping them achieve 
this objective, it is Important 
that we should try to reduce a 
student's exposure to 
situations in which concern for 
grades is likely to be stimulated 
rather than inhibited, insofar as 
this can be done without 
compromising good education. 

This is a main thrust of the 
Psychology Department's 
educational goals. Any charge 
that the Department's 
procedures are based on a 
cynical view of students' 
motives Is false.

- No “chosen people” 

To the Dally: 

I was astonished to read in your 
newspaper a report on a lecture 
of mine containing a blunt 
distortion of my Ideas and 
words, and thus portraying me 
as a primitive racist. I refer to 
the article "Ethiopian base 
tempting” by Laura GIbney, 
dated November 10, 1978. The 
article contained a quote, as if I 
said the following: 

‘‘Erlich describes the 
Ethiopians as 'The real . 
children of Israel . . . like 
the people of Israel ... He 
said 'they see themselves 
as being superior to 
others. The see them- 
selves as the chosen 
people' ... It Is for this 
reason he believes that 
they will not bow under 
Russian pressure.” 

I never uttered such a sentence 
and I do not think that your 
reporter misunderstood me 
. innocently. 

The point I was making in my 
speech was that the 
'Ethiopians, -in general, are 
deeply proud of their own 
cultural values and of their 
historical ability to maintain 
their political independence. 
They managed, almost always, 
to stand against neighbouring 
Middle Easternérs and Asians 
and to defeat Imperialist 
Europeans. All those who know 
the Ethiopian know the 
Ethiopian people and respect 
them, I think, will share my view 
- that in the past they never let 
foreigners patronize them nor 
will they let the Soviets do it in 
future. 

Speaking about the historical 
relations between Ethiopia and 
■ Israel and In an entirely dif- 
ferent context, I mentioned, as 
a background note, the 
Ethiopian medieval concept 
•that they, the Ethiopians, were 
true "Children of Israel" and 
that they were "The chosen 
people.” I referred to the 
Ethiopians' national ethos, the 
Kebra Negest ("The Glory of 
the Kings”), written in c. 1320 
BC, which tells the story of how 
MenelilC I, the legendary 
establlsher of the Ethiopian 
imperial dynasty, was bom to 
the Queen of Sheba and King 
Solomon. 

The legend, written in the 
language of Ge'ez, ends with 
the following: "and after he 
slept there appeared unto King 
Solomon (in a dream) a brilliant 
sun, and it came down from 
heaven and shed exceedingly 
great splendour over Israel. 
And when it had tarried there 
for a time it suddenly withdrew, 
itself, and it fled away to the 
country of Ethiopia, and it 
shone there with exceedingly 
great brightness forever, for It 
willed to dwell there . . .” etc. 

I mentioned this medieval 
Ethiopian concept only In the 
context of the old cultural 
relations between Ethiopia, the 
bible and the people of Israel. It 
has nothing to do with modern 
politics, modern Ethiopian 
thinking or with my own con- 
cepts. • 



Personally, I do not think that 
anyone ls"chosen.” It is up to 
the Individual' to choose. He 
may, for instance, follow the 
way of listening to others and 
honestly develop his own Ideas 
or he may choose to distort 
others' ideas and foment 
misunderstanding and hatred. 

Note: Being so busy 

distorting a very marginal and 
Irrelevant point your 
correspondent forgot to report 
about a main theme in my 
lecture, namely that almost all 
the Arab statès are supporting 
continuously those factors that 
work for the dismemberment of 
Ethiopia ...

There’s no business 
like business business 
To the Daily: 

As members of the McGill MBA 
program, we feel obliged to 
respond to Associate Dean 
Robert Cooper's comments in 
the January 17 edition of the 
McGill Reporter.. : He. has 



mentioned many facets of the 
program that he feels were 
legitimate, and has led the 
reader to believe they have 
been solved. We beg to differ. 

He has mentioned that some 
students were less than 
pleased with past teaching 
methods, however, the program 
has some professors whose 
teaching methods and lecture 
abilities continue to be very 
poor. We have so far been 
exposed to two courses that 
were a total waste of time. We 
realize that Robert Cooper has 
an excellent marketing 
background, but Improved 
publicity, attractive brochures 
and other selling devices do not 
. compensate for poor 
organization. Inept ad- 
ministration, inadequate 
screening of some faculty, and 
the low morale of the student 
body. 

We also do not appreciate 
scare tactics by professors 
whose exams have an average 
grade of between 35 and 40 
percent. Only to save face for 
the MBA program, and over the 
repeated objections of the 
professors were the grades 
finally adjusted, so that "only” 
■10 to 15 percent failed. The 
objection here is not to failing 
people who may deserve to, but 
rather to a professor who gives 
totally unfair exams, and later 
states very clearly, "I want you 
scared before that final, and if it 
were up to me your raw scores 
would hold.” Is this part of the 
teaching approach that Robert 
Cooper feels “develops en- 
thusiasm, cohesiveness and 
pride"? 

As for the business game, it 
is nothing Robert Cooper says 
it is. For business decisions 
that must be submitted every 
Friday by 10 am, students 
reluctantly drag themselves to 
group meetings.every Thursday 
afternoon, sessions that 
usually don't last more than 
fifteen rninutes. As for the 
rapport the game supposedly 
develops with individual 
professors, each group meets 
its professor twice each 
semester, for twenty minute 
discussions, eighty minutes 
for the entire year. Rapport is 
difficult to establish in a time 
that amounts to less than that 
of one regular lecture, and is 
spread out over eight months. 
The game is totally 
. meaningless, boring, and is 
regarded as the proverbial 
"pain in the ass." 

We came into the program 
with good spirits and high 
expectations. Realizing that the 
program is young, we expected 
some problems, but when 
Robert Cooper states that his 
major goal is to 'increase the 
quality of incoming students," 
and to improve the image of the 
program rather than its sub- 
stance, his concern for his 
present students is apparent. 
Its obvious we've fallen victim 
to an excellent marketing 
-campaign. Perhaps this letter 
will help others avoid the same 
mistake. For obvious reasons 
we will sign our names only 
after graduation.

It thus appears that both French and English, through 
different devious ways, obtained their own words from the same 
Latin source. (“Tous les chemins mènent à Rome.”) The OUD goes 
on to claim that "The sense ’bring or come to a stand’ is a 
specially English development." As we have seen In Robert, this is 



the very sense in which s/opper acquired French citizenship rights 
in 1847, more than half a century after the command (Stop!) had 
itself been naturalized. 

Either one of two Imperatives, arrêtez and arrêtez-vous, would 
be adequate to translate the English injunction "Stop." The word 
arrêt, however, is a masculine noun; it is neither an Interjection nor 
a command; it can be used to designate a bus stop (Arrêt de 
l’autobus), but on a traffic sign the term is definitely improper.

According to the authoritative Robert, the prestigious and 
superb French dictionary, "stop" is an English Interjection that 
entered 'the French language in (or before) 1792 as a technical 
term used in navigation. (1) Its purpose was to make ships stop. Its 
meaning has since been generalized so that nowadays it is used 
to make anything come to a stand. Maupassant recounts that 
some stopped a swim by yelling "Stop!" (II arrêta la nage en criant 
"Stop!"). 

(2) "Stop" also serves In French as a spelled out punctuation 
sign used In telegrams to separate sentences. Although Le Petit 
Robert does not say so, it is clear that this usage comes from the 
English "full stop" — the punctuation point that is dubbed 
"period” in Anglo-American — which has brought English sen- 
tei)ces to an end since 1590 (Universal Oxford Dictionary). 

■ (3)"Stop" is also a masculine noun. Un stop is synonymous with 
un arrêt: "Un véritable stop du coeur" is quoted from Romains. It 
is used especially in connection with motor vehicles, in two 
senses: (a) to mean the red light that is known in English as the tail 
light or brake light — in French /e stop or là signal de stop] (b) un 
stop is also a road sign telling the motorist to come to a stand

As a 
transitive verb, stopper has two meanings: (1) As a nautical term it 
means "to make a ship, a machine, . . . stop." (2) In its second 
meaning the verb belongs to la langue courante. Le. » s un- 
derstood and used by everybody": to bring to a halt any kind of 

motion. Camus wrote '7'/nvas/onc/esrafséfa/f stoppée. 

As an intransitive verb stopper means "to come to a halt , it is 
applied to ships and other vehicles. Louys wrote: Le train . . .^ 
repartit pour stopper une seconde fols en pleine montagne. 
Martin du Gard used it, in a figurative manner, in describing the
